To all Our loving Subietts whom it ſhall oz may concerne, 
E x Lreeting. whereas We are thus farze advanced in Pur Royall 
—Ppeꝛſon with Our Armie, and the attendance of Our Hobilitie 
— and Gentry of this Kingdome, and intend to be ſhoztly at Our 
- good Towne of Barwicke, with puzpole to give Our good people of Scotland all juſt ſatistatti⸗ 
on in Parliament, aſſoone as the pꝛelent diſoꝛders, and tumultuous pzoceedings of ſome 
there, are quieted ; and will leave Us a faire way of comming like a gꝛatious King to declare 
Dur good meaning to them. But finding ſome cauſe of Pmpediment,and that this Nation 
doth appꝛehend (that contrazie to their profeſſions) there is an intention to invade this Our 
moe of England, Me doe therefoze to cleare all doubts, that may bꝛeed ſcruples in the 
mindes of Our good Subjects of either Kingdome, reiteꝛate this Our juſt and reall Pro⸗ 
- teftation: That it all civill and tempoꝛall obedience be effectuallyand timely given and ſhewn 
unto Us, we doe not intend to invade them with any hoſtility. But ik they ſhall without 
Our eſpeciall Authoꝛitie and Command raiſe any armed Troups, and draw them downe 
8 within ten miles of Pur Bordez of England, Me ſhall then interpꝛet that as an Ynvaſion 
dk Our ſaid Kingdome of England, and in that caſe doe expzeſly command the General of 
Our Armp, and Our ſupenour Officers of the ſame, reſpectively to pzoceede againſt them 
| ' asRebells, and Invaders of this Our Kingdome of England, and to the utmoſt of their 
power to let upon them and deſtroy tbem, In which they ſhall doe a lingular ſervite, both to 
Dur honour and ſafety.
